WASTE TIRE MANAGEMENT COUNTY GRANT PROGRAM CONTRACTS

Teresa Hay, Division Administrator, Waste Management Assistance Division, presented the

following item.

The Iowa General Assembly adopted comprehensive waste tire management legislation, HF
2433, earlier this year. One of several components within HF2433 included a grant program for
counties, designed to promote the safe collection and proper management of waste tires at the
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community level. Administrative rules for the grant program have been established under
Chapter 215, Waste Tire Management County Grant Program.

Grant monies from the waste tire management fund will be allocated to county boards of
supervisors, or to designees of each board, for which a grant application has been approved by
the Department. Designees may include public or private entities. The grant will be used for
establishing and implementing local waste tire management programs, including the designation
and operation of a site or sites within each participating county for the collection of waste tires
without charge from eligible parties.

e Annual funding for the program will be available over a six-year period as follows:
July 1, 1996 to June 30, 1997: seven hundred thousand dollars ($700,000)
July 1, 1997 through June 30, 2001: one million dollars each year; and,
July 1, 2001 to June 30, 2002: seven hundred thousand dollars

e The maximum grant amount available to a county each year is based on the population of the
county (as documented in the 1990 census) as follows:
1. Counties with population of less than 60,000 may receive up to $15,000,
2. Counties with 60,000 but less than 110,000 may receive up to $30,000;
3. Counties of 110,000 but less than 200,000 may receive up to $50,000;
4. Counties with populations of 200,000 or more may receive up to $65,000.

Grants are awarded for a single fiscal year and counties must re-apply annually for continued
funding.

As the legislation requires disbursement of funds by January 1st of each fiscal year, the
Department has accepted and reviewed applications from applicants for fiscal year 1997 funds
which are currently available. During this initial grant funding round a total of 43 grant
applications were received, representing a total of 56 counties (6 regional applications,
representing multiple counties, were received). A total of $1,025,466 was requested from the
applicants, with $700,000 available for disbursement.

Of the 43 applications received by the Department, a total of 31 were selected for receipt of
grant funds. The following table provides a listing of all grant applicants selected by the
Department for grant awards in fiscal year 1997.

Program

Description: The applicant will implement a waste tire collection program
throughout Black Hawk County. The collection program will
consist of establishment of tire “amnesty” days from April - June of
1997, whereby temporary collection sites will be established
throughout the county to allow the public to bring in waste tires
without a disposal fee. Funds will also be used to offer a reward or
incentive to non-profit groups who are interested in cleaning up
waste tires that have been dumped or abandoned on public
properties. The County Engineer and Secondary Roads Department
will also collect tires from roadways and ditches, with grant funds
covering cost of disposal of these tires. The proposed program will
also feature an educational aspect through mini-lectures to high
school driver education classes on proper tire care and disposal,
other public presentations by staff and volunteers, and creation of
brochures, pamphlets, billboards, and flyers to promote the
program, and to provide education on proper waste tire disposal. It
is estimated that over 32,000 waste tires will be collected within this
fiscal year’s program.

Program
Description: Within the grant proposal, the Dubuque Metropolitan Area Solid
Waste Agency plans to designate the Agency’s landfill as a
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collection site, where tires can be dropped off at no cost to the
public. The Agency also proposes to offer free and unlimited tire
disposal privileges to the Iowa Department of Transportation,
Dubuque County area school districts, and municipalities within the
County. The municipalities will conduct free tire collection
programs at the local level, and transport tires collected to the
landfill for final disposal. The waste tire collection program within
the county will be publicized through direct mailings, newspaper,
radio, and television features, and through billboards, public
presentations, and interviews. Publicity of the program will also
feature information on proper disposal options for waste tires,
beneficial uses of recycled tires, and proper tire maintenance and
care. It is the applicants intent to collect and properly dispose of
10,000 tires through June 30, 1997.

Program
Description: The applicant plans to provide a waste tire collection program as a

“regional” effort within the six-county area represented in the grant
application. Each of the six landfills within the region will host an
amnesty period during May and June of 1997, allowing the public
to dispose of waste tires without a fee.

In conjunction with the amnesty period, each county in the region
will organize waste tire collection sites in each community during
spring “clean up” days. Counties will also offer a bounty program
similar to Linn County’s 1993 waste tire pilot collection program,
in which pre-approved non-profit groups will organize tire
collection efforts, and receive a “bounty” fee for each tire brought
to the landfills. Sponsors of the “Adopt-a-Highway” program will
also be encouraged to make a special effort to collect waste tires
from roadways they normally collect garbage from, with grant
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funds used to pay for disposal of tires these sponsors might collect.

Also some will run curbside collection programs, and others will have
a bounty program where they pay for tires brought in from roadside ditches.

Discussion followed regarding why all counties did not apply; restrictions on the number of tires
a landfill can take; what types of tires are included; and what portion of the money appropriated
in legislation goes to the grant program.

Several Commissioners commented that this is a good program.

Motion was made by William Ehm to approve the Waste Tire Management County Grant
Contracts as presented. Seconded by Charlotte Mohr. Motion carried unanimously.

Mr. Stokes reviewed the monthly reports. He noted that the department is still waiting to hear
from EPA on the Retroactive Permit Exemption Rule and they are not inclined to approve it at
this time. He related that it may take until this time next year for EPA to thrash out that issue.
He added that he recently met with Dennis Grams, Bill Rice and Art Spratlin, and Mr. Grams
will look into the issue and should be able to give a definitive answer between now and this time
next year.

Discussion followed regarding several cases on the enforcement report; eligibility for
grants/funds if an applicant is not in compliance; and ways to collect past due fines.

Washburn Waste Water Treatment System Update

Mr. Stokes distributed copies of the following December 11 status update on the Washburn
Waste Water Treatment Project.

The Black Hawk County Board of Supervisors has satisfied the special conditions contained in
the July 16,1996 amendment to the NPDES permit. The required -written report addressing
alternatives for the discharge of treated effluent from the proposed waste stabilization lagoon
and discussing potential water quality impacts of each discharge alternative on Thiry lake was
submitted to the department on August 7, 1996.

The County has awarded the contract for the construction of the proposed waste stabilization
lagoon.

The notice to proceed from the US Economic Development Agency (EDA) was received. The
contractor began construction of the proposed waste stabilization lagoon. The initial work
consisted of erecting the EDA project sign and fence removal. Further work has been suspended
until Spring when more favorable weather arrives.

The County has done a land survey of the site for the constructed wetland proposed in its
July 31, 1996 report. The county has determined that the existing wetland area identified in its
July 31, 1996 report is located within the Cedar River flood plain and also receives uncontrolled,
direct surface runoff from the upstream watershed. The County believes this could adversely
effect the effectiveness of the proposed-enlarged wetland by long term sedimentation or by
© short-circuiting of the lagoon effluent discharge during periods of high water from the
Cedar River and /or upstream watershed. The county is therefore presently evaluating additional
sites for the proposed wetland. These sites would be located out of the flood plain in areas
where surface runoff may be completely controlled around the wetland. The County is getting
assistance from Professors Vander Valk and Crumpton from Iowa State University on the
development of the proposed wetland.
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The County is considering sizing the proposed wetland to contain the discharge from the lagoon
in the Spring, so that it will be necessary to discharge to the stream only once per year.

The county expects to complete its evaluation of alternative sites for the proposed wetland
within one month.

The County has yet to apply for the Section 404 Permit from the US Army Corps of Engineers
for the alteration of any existing wetlands. A Section 404 Permit application may not b
necessary should the county construct a wetland and not use an existing wetland.

o

The county has yet to apply for a construction permit from the Department of Natural Resources
for the construction of the outfall pipe from the proposed waste stabilization lagoon to the
constructed wetland because it is evaluating alternative sites for the proposed wetland.

Verlon Britt asked when would be the earliest they could discharge if continuing under the
present construction schedule.

Mr. Stokes responed that the earliest would probably be about a year from now.

PUBLIC PARTICIPATION

Chairperson King announced public participation at 10:30 a.m.; no one requested to speak.

AIR QUALITY PROGRAM STATUS UPDATE

Allan Stokes, Division Administrator, Environmental Protection Division, presented the
following item.

The Commission will be given an update on various issues relative to the Air Quality Program.
These will include a staffing update, budget update, update on implementation of the file
imaging system, update on status of move to Ingram Building, rule development update and
other programmatic issues.

The Commission will be provided written update information under separate cover prior to the
Commission meeting.

Mr. Stokes reviewed details of the air program covering the recent Client Group Meeting;
Staffing Report for December 1996; Budget Expenditures YITD; Waiver to use fees to match
federal grants; Rulemaking Summary; Imaging Project Update; and Record of Air Quality Staff
Visits. Mr. Stokes discussed permit turnaround time, construction permit forms,
communications audit for EPD, Title V permitting, and customer service training for the entire
EPD staff. He noted that the imaging project is on schedule and he will make a presentation on
the imaging system when it is completely running.
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William Ehm commented that when he first came on the Commission there was a definite
feeling of antagonism between the department and the people they serve, and it is pleasing to see
the department cut the wasteful steps that prolonged permitting and look at ways to
communicate with the people in a way they do not feel threatened.

INFORMATIONAL ONLY

PUBLIC PARTICIPATION

Chairperson King stated that she received a request to speak even though it is past the 10:30 a.m.
public participation period and asked if the Commission wishes to grant that request.

Consensus of the Commission was to let the individual speak.

Regina Thiry (Washburn waste water treatment plant)

Regina Thiry, Waterloo, stated that she had a good meeting with Director Wilson earlier in the
day, but she has concerns about the quality of the water once the project is completed. She
discussed the 180 day storage capacity of the lagoon. She asked that occasional monitoring of
the wetland be done to be certain the water is clean. She also asked that the third cell of the
Jagoon system be tested as it has never been done. Mrs. Thiry expressed concern that the county
has not moved forward with the wetland and related that she has not seen a wetlands plan. She
related that she was told if she wants monitoring to be done she would have to do it on her own.

Terrance Townsend commented that he thought the storage capacity of 180 days was for the
wetland.

Mr. Stokes stated that he will give a presentation next month on wastewater treatment in general.

SECTION 319 NONPOINT SOURCE POLLUTION CONTROL PROJECT CONTRACTS

Allan Stokes, Division Administrator, Environmental Protection Division, presented the
following item.

Commission approval is requested for three contracts with the Department of Agriculture and
Land Stewardship, Division of Soil Conservation (DSC), for nonpoint source (NPS) pollution
control projects. The contracts are for the January through September ‘97 activities of multi-
year NPS projects. Funds for the contracts will be from EPA Section 319 grants awarded to the
Department specifically for these projects. Funding from other state and federal programs will
also be used to support activities in of these projects.
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The contracts are for the following three projects. The contract amounts and locations are also
listed:

e Trout Run Water Quality Project, $67,000, Winneshiek County

e Hickory Creek Water Quality Project, $33,000, Allamakee County

e Battie Creek Watershed Groundwater Protection Project, $46,660, ida County

The Trout Run and Hickory Creek projects are projects to protect and improve the water quality
of the indicated streams. Protection of the streams will be accomplished by reducing
sedimentation from erosion of cropland and streambanks and nutrient loading from commercial
fertilizer and animal waste in the streams’ watersheds. Contract funds will be used to support
project coordinators or other project staff and to provide financial incentives for best
management practices including nutrient and pest management programs, streambank
stabilization, and pasture and hayland management. In addition, groundwater and surface water
monitoring will be conducted as part of the Trout Run Water Quality Project.

The Battle Creek project will protect and improve shallow groundwater and well water resources
within the Battle Creek basin that are impacted by agricultural nonpoint source pollutants. The
project will provide information and technical assistance on well site protection, well structure
and septic system renovations, nutrient and pest management, and manure management.
Contract funds will be used to support a project coordinator and to support the
information/education component of the project.

Mr. Stokes reviewed details of the contracts.

Motion was made by Terrance Townsend to approve the Section 319 Nonpoint Source Pollution
Control Project Contracts as presented.  Seconded by Verlon Britt. Motion carried

unanimously.

Gary Priebe stated that he heard there is a new ASCS project in southern Iowa which requires
the fencing of all creeks so cattle have no access to them. He related that they have to do that in

Missouri.

Mr. Stokes stated that he is not aware of any program like that but he will check to see what
Missouri is doing and will give an update to the Commission next month. Mr. Stokes related
that in NE Towa near the trout streams there is an effort to get people to voluntarily fence to keep
the animals out of the streams.

APPROVED AS PRESENTED

PRIVATEWELL SAMPLING AND ABANDONMENT GRANTS TO COUNTIES - FY 98
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Allan Stokes, Division Administrator, Environmental Protection Division, presented the
following item.

The Commission will be asked to approve grants to 97 counties for well testing, abandonment
and rehabilitation for SFY98. Grants will be $30,000.00 per county for a total of $2,910,000.
These figures are based on the current unobligated balance in the Groundwater Fund agricultural
management account and additional receipt of funds expected before the end of the fiscal year.
This grant amount was raised slightly from SFY97 when the combined grant amounts totaled
$29,000 per county.

Ninety seven applications were received for the grant program. No application was determined
to be ineligible. Deviations from the actual grant amounts may vary based on the actual final
numbers of wells tested, plugged or renovated by each county. Final payment will be
determined by actual performance. Based on action of the 1995 Towa Legislature (Senate File
215), a program for private water well rehabilitation has been established and private water well
testing, rehabilitation, and closure combined into a single grant, effective in State Fiscal Year
1997.

Mr. Stokes reviewed the list of counties to receive grants noting that Fremont and Ringgold
counties chose not to participate.

Chairperson King asked how many wells in the state remain to be closed.

Mr. Stokes distributed copies of a report showing the number of abandoned wells plugged each
year since the beginning of the program, along with a map showing the numbers by county.
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Motion was made by Charlotte Mohr to approve the Private Well Sampling and Abandonment
Grants to Counties for FY 98. Seconded by Verlon Britt.

Rita Venner commented that until a farmer sells land the wells are not reported, so there is a
tremendous amount of unreported wells remaining in the state. Discussion followed regarding
cost-share and that a county cannot pay over $200 per well.

Vote on the motion carried unanimously.

APPROVED AS PRESENTED

FINAL RULE--CHAPTER 135, UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANKS - RISK BASED
CORRECTIVE ACTION

Allan Stokes, Division Administrator, Environmental Protection Division, presented the
following item.

The Commission will be asked to adopt the attached amendments to Chapter 135. The amendments
incorporate policies and procedures for applying “risk based corrective action” for evaluating
petroleum contamination and determining a corrective action response. These amendments were
adopted and filed emergency at the June 17, 1996 commission meeting. The rules were also filed for
Notice of Intended Action to allow for additional public comment. ,‘

The rules have been changed based on public comments received. The technical advisory committee
has reviewed and approved the proposed changes.

(A copy of the rules and public comment is on file in the department’s Records Center)

Mr. Stokes reviewed that the Commission has had several presentations, by Keith Bridson, on
the RBCA rules. He discussed the rules, comments and responsiveness summary.

Motion was made by Verlon Britt to approve Final Rule--Chapter 135, Underground Storage
Tanks - Risk Based Corrective Action. Seconded by Dean McWilliams.

Discussion followed regarding “immediate recovery” relating to free product assessment under
Item 3, and removing free product to the maximum extent possible.

Chairperson King asked about the department’s response to the letter from Petroleum Marketers
relating to “no further action” and bringing more finality to the closure.

Keith Bridson stated that the Code states the department cannot go back and require further
action at a site in the case where we have changed our standard. For example, the department
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cannot make a more stringent standard next year then say someone has to go back in for further
action. He noted that there were some differences on this issue between the department and a
few of the UST-TAC committee members as to whether or not we should be limited further than
the Code already limits. He added that these regulations do not limit anymore than the Code
already limits.

Vote on Commissioner Britt’s motion to approve the rules carried unanimously.

APPROVED AS PRESENTED

APPROVAL OF ENFORCEMENT ACTION - HENNINGS FARM CORP.

Mike Murphy, Bureau Chief, Compliance and Enforcement Bureau, presented the following
item.

The Commission is requested to approve an enforcement action relating to an animal feeding
operation. Iowa Code section 455B.110 [1995 Code Supp.] provides that we may not initiate an
enforcement action relating to animal feeding operations, seeking a penalty in excess of
$3,000.00 unless the Environmental Protection Commission has approved the intended action.
A proposed Consent Administrative Order and a letter dated October 8, 1996, relating to an
August 12, 1996, discharge of cattle manure, have been provided to the Commission. These
documents explain the background of this matter. The Director and Hennings Farm Corp. have
agreed to resolve this matter through a Consent Administrative Order including a penalty of
$5,000 and requiring restitution of $286.38 for fish killed in the incident.

Mike Murphy briefed the Commission on this case involving manure discharge that caused a fish
kill. He explained the need to get the Commission’s approval on penalties in excess of $3,000

when it deals with animal feeding operations. He noted that a consent decree has been signed by
both parties in this case and they are in agreement with the penalty.

Dean McWilliams asked if this is the second time that a discharge has taken place at this facility.

Mr. Murphy replied that they had one prior Administrative Order.

Motion was made by Rita Venner to approve the Enforcement Action Against Hennings Farm
Corp. Seconded by William Ehm. Motion carried unanimously.

William Ehm asked if it would be appropriate to grant unilateral permission for staff to go ahead
in these types of cases, in order to eliminate the dual role of the Commission acting as both
judge and jury. He added that, on the other hand, he does not want to thwart the intent of the

legislation.
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Mr. Murphy stated that during the legislation process staff provided comments that there could
be a problem since the Commission would be the body to approve the fine, then come back and

hear the appeal.

Director Wilson stated that there could be a problem with legislative intent on granting blanket
approval.

Gary Priebe stated that he would have irouble giving staff blanket approval since the law

intended for Commission review.

APPROVED AS PRESENTED

PROPOSED CONTESTED CASE DECISION--A.J. DECOSTER

Mike Murphy, Bureau Chief, Compliance and Enforcement Bureau, presented the following
item.

On May 16, 1996, the department issued Administrative Order No. 96-WW-23 to Austin J.
DeCoster, d/b/a DeCoster Farms of Iowa. That action required him to conduct new engineering
reviews and submit manure management plans, to perform permeability testing and recertify
permeability, and to investigate for drainage tiles and sand seams, at nineteen swine confinement
facilities. On May 17, 1996, the department denied five applications for water use permits. On
July 5, 1996, the department denied a request for approval to construct additional manure
storage facilities at two facilities. Those actions were appealed by DeCoster, and the matters
were consolidated and proceeded to administrative hearing on October 2, 3, and 4, 1996. The
Administrative Law Judge issued a Proposed Decision on November 25, 1996. The decision
affirms the department's actions.

Either party may appeal the Proposed Decision to the Commission. In the absence of an appeal,
the Commission may decide on its own motion to review the Proposed Decision. If there is no
appeal or review of the Proposed Decision, it automatically becomes the final decision of the

Commission.

Mr. Murphy briefed the Commission on the history of this case noting that the department has
not yet received an appeal.

The Commission took no action; this has the effect of upholding the ALJ decision in the absence
of an appeal.

ALJ DECISION UPHELD

REFERRALS TO THE ATTORNEY GENERAL
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Mike Murphy, Bureau Chief, Comphance and Enforcement Bureau, presented the following
item.

The Director requests the referral of the following to the Attorney General for appropriate legal
action. Litigation reports have been provided to the commissioners and are confidential pursuant

to Towa Code section 22.7(4). The parties have been informed of this action and may appear to
discuss this matter. If the Commission needs to discuss strategy with counsel on any matter
where the disclosure of maiters discussed would be likely to prejudice or disadvantage its
position in litigation, the Commission may go into closed session pursuant to Iowa Code section

Mr. Murphy noted that this case was tabled at a previous meeting.

Motion was made by Terrance Townsend to remove the City of Lenox referral ﬁom the table.
Seconded by William Ehm. Motion carried unanimously.

Mr. Murphy stated that staff have been working with the City on a Consent Administrative
Order and the only issue remaining on the order is some clarification as to how the penalty
language will be be interpreted. He related that it can probably be worked out but would ask for
another 30 day delay. He noted that he has agreed on delaying the matter for 30 days contingent
on the clarification of penalty language being the only issue to be handled.

Director Wilson reported that he spoke with Chris Atchison, Director of Public Health, and
has agreed that rather than having a meeting with both of the full commissions it might work
well to have 2-3 representatives from each Commission meet to discuss topics of mutual
interest. Following discussion the Commission decided to try to get together on Wednesday,
January 22, following the EPC legislative breakfast. Charlotte Mohr, Rita Venner and
Rozanne King volunteered to represent the Commission.

Discussion took place on the Washburn wastewater treatment system and the 180 days time
frame on discharging the lagoon.

Rita Venner stated that the Breda city lagoon is released in the fall and it raises the water level
in the creek that runs through her property, but there has never been a problem or controversy
as to any contamination.

Charlotte Mohr commented that Scott County had some good press coverage on the special
deer hunt to reduce the deer population. Discussion followed on problems with
overpopulation of deer.

Director Wilson briefed the Commission on the the legislative breakfast to be held next
month and noted that the letters of invitation are being mailed this week. He commented that,
as the year ends, he and staff have enjoyed working with the Commission over the past year
and are looking forward to 1997. He related that he appreciates the acknowledgement of
progress and improvements that have been made within the agency, adding that key to the
department’s good performance is the Commission’s good performance. He added that he
appreciates the Commission’s support.
